UTTERANCES AFTER WIL- 
LIAMS LASHES ACCUSED.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—RBy a 
vote of 50 to 21 the Senate today 
adopted a resolution recommended 
by a majority of the Privileges and 
Elections Committee, dismissing dis- 
loyalty charges brought against 
Fenator La Follette of Wisconsin, 
by the Minnesota Public Safety 
Commission, because of his speech 
on the war delivered before the 
Nonpartisan League at 8&8. Paul, 
Minn., September 20, 1917. The 
resolution sald the speech did not 
justify any action by the Senate. 
On the vote, which was preceded 
by severe arraignmen’ of Senator 
La Follette by Senator Williams of 
Mississippi, thirty-three Republican 
Senators and seventeen Dem ts 
supported .the resolution, wie 
twenty Democrats and one Repul- 
lican, Senator Smith of Michigan, 
voted against ft. 

Among those voting in the af- 
firmative were Senator Martin, the 
Democratic leader; Senator Lodge, 
the Republican leader, and the two 
Minnesota Senators, Kellogg and 


Nelson. Those opposing the resolu- 
| tion tncluded Chairman Pomerene 
of the Privileges and Elections 


Committee and Senator Saulsbury of 
Delaware, president pro-tem of the 
Senate. 

The Senate's action disposes of not 
only the Minnesota Safety Commis. 
sion proceedings, which have been 
pending for more than a year, but 
alao of numerous titions te the 
Senate asking for Senator La Fol- 
lette’s expulsion, 

Except for the attack on Senator 
la Follette by Senator Williams the

ceedings, Senator La Follette occu- 
pied trie seat at the front of the cen- 
ter'aisle, chewing a cigar and with 
face sternly set.

The Mississippi Senator then de- 
livered a vigorous address in which 
he charged that Senator La Fol- 
lette’s speech at St. Paul ws dis- 
loyal in spirit, words, intention and 
effect and was made with a set pur.- 
pose. Mr. Williams said the Wis- 
consin Senator had charged that the 
Tnited States went to war to pro- 
tect “Morgan Interests” and in order 
that rich Americans might ride on 
munition ships.

“lies” the Senator declared they 


were “a calumny and slander upon 
the American people.”

cruel and inhuman. I was told by 
officers of the school that it was 
common knoWledge at the Ventura 
scheol that this was the only ef- 
fective method of treating unruly 
girls. 1 was told of an instance 
where certain girls were ‘hosed’ 
three times in one night. This was 
the school’s idea of proper disci- 
pline.” 

Mrs. Godbe added that. after leav- 
ing the school, she wrote to the Ctvil 
Service Commission, through which 
she had received her appointment, 
and afterward to the State Board of 
Control, narrating her personal ex- 
periences at Ventura. " 

She declared that In reply to her 
[communication to the Civil Service 
Commission she was, as punishment, 
dropped from the eligible list of 
teachers for one year. 

“What, in your opinion, was the 
cause of the trouble at the school?” 
questioned Chairman Rann. 

“It was due to Mra. Wyman’'s mis- 
management,” declared Mra. Godbe. 
“Mrs. Wyman was not open-minded 
—he re@ented suggestion made by 
officers for the improvement of the 
school. One of the schoo! Miles pro- 
hibited officers from making critical 
suggestions. Some of the officers 
considered Mre. Wyman a joke. Ed- 
ucation there was merely Incidental. 
Mrs. Wyman and her assistant, Mrs. 
Eldridge, both told me that the sort 
of girls confined there were not 
helped by education. I resigned be- 
cause the methods of education were 
so lax and inefficient.” 

Miss Nellie. B. Sullivan, who as- 
sisted Dr. Fernald with psycholog- 
jeal tests of the giris.at the school, 
testified in rebuttal of this. She 
said the reputation of the schoo! Was 
“wholesome” and tits educational 
system compared favorably with any 
like Inatitution in the country. 

The usé of a stomach pump as an 
instrument of punishment figured 
in the testimony of Mrs. E. M. Bat- 
son of Chino, a former Ventura 
achool employee, who also told of 
specific cases of girls being punished 
for failure to report other giris who 
had misbehaved. 

“On several occasions,” she sald, 
“I heard girls scream when being 
punished at ‘No Privilege Cottage.’ ” 
Mrs. Batson also testified that Grace 
Taggart, whose name had figured in 
previous testimony, was punished by 
forty-seven days’ confinement at “No 
Privilege Cottage.” 

“When she came out,” said the 
witness, “she was weak and sick. I 
was told that her offense was that she 
had accidentally keocked down one 
of the officers.” Mra. Batson con- 
cluded her testimony with the state-

MRS. GIBBONS 


FREE TODAY. 


Mrs. Gertrude Myron Gibbona,1 
who wes accused of the murder of 
her husbapd, Frank G. Gibbons, will 
be released from the County Jail to- 
day, it was announced yesterday by 
Deputy District Attorney Keyes. The 
announcement came immediately 
after the refusal of the grand jury 
to indict her. 

Her release will close one of the 
most remarkable of recent local 
crimjnal cases. It began with her 
arrest two days after Mr. Gibbons's 
death, on December 15, and her ad- 
mission that she purchased cyanide 
of potassium and gave it to her hus- 
band in ordeg that he might end 
his life. The developments brought 
on a controversy between toxicolo- 
gists and chemists as to whether cya- 
nide, or any poison, was found in 
the body. 

The grand jury yesterday heard 
about twenty-five witnesses, mest of 
whom gave testimony favorable to 
the defendant. The jurors, among 
whom are four women, debated for 
about half an hour and then an- 
nounced the refusal to indict. 

“I am a different woman from the 
one who was wrought here charged 
with murder.” said Mrs. Gibbons last 


night when advised of her coming 


release. “At first I did not know 
whether my husband had taken 
poison. I was always willing to help 


him, even at the risk of committing 
a crime in law, but not before God. 
I was devoted to his interest. 

“While I have been in jail I have 
studied philosophy, with the idea of 
teaching it when.] leave here. I! 
want to teagh people to be happy. 
I have enough money to last me for 
a while, then I shall take up this 
work, and try to be forgotten by 
going somewhere where no one 
knows me.” 

Mrs. Gibbons was arrested at her 
home, No. 220 South Bonnie Brae 
avenue, on December 17, following 
an investigation on the part of de- 
tectives of the police department. 
It appeared that she had purchased 
cyanide of po fum from a near-by 
drug store, udthng the name of Mrs. | 
Carolyn Kurtz, a neighbor. She ad- 
mitted buying the poison om the plea 
of her husband, who was suffering 
from an incurable malady. She said : 
she gave it to him, knowing he in } 
tended to take it to end his life, but 
was not certain that he did seo...

Gibbons, before his death, ascribed 
his pain to his heart or a pain in 
the lungs.

Appeals to the generosity of the Amer- 
ican people, drives and campaigns and cries 
for help follow one another in rapid and 
bewildering succession.

HE FILM WAR. , 

From the torn-up ground and the scat- 
tered gobs of gore, it is evident that the 
metion-picture magnates are having a few 
words, with Los Angeles as the battle- 
greund. 

To the citizens in the street it is not very 
clear what they are fighting about. Stripped 
of technicalities and stated in plain terms 
the situation may thus be summarized: 

Adolph Zukor, about whom the battle 

rages, is the head of the great Paramount 
Pictures Corporation. This is essentially 
a releasing organization. It acts as the 
middieman between the producers who 
make the pictures and the exhibitors who 
show the pictures in the theaters. 
. Some months ago there was a revolt on 
the part of a band of exhibitors against the 
Paramount. They complained against it on 
the ground of the programme pictures. 

There is a custom which has been long 
in force in the motion-picture business 
whereby an exhibitor cannot buy exactly 
what pictures he chooses. In a measure, he 
is compelled to buy what pictures the great 
distributing companies wish to sell him. 

For instance, to get Mary Pickford it may 
happen that he is required to buy 4 pro- 


gramme of pictures, many of which he does — 


not care for. 

As a revolt against these conditions an 
organization of exhibitors was formed called 
“The First National Exhibitors Associa- 
tion.” In order to make their revolt the 
more effective they had to have a means 
of supplying motion pictures of the first 
water. Whereupon they entered into con- 
tracts with Mary Pickford, Charlie Chap- 
lin, Anita Stewart, Norma Talmadge and 
other famous stars whom they took away 
from Paramount. 

\ The battle which thereby etarted threat- 
ened to become ruinous for both sides. 

Two or three weeks ago Adolph Zukor, 
the big boss of the Paramount, came to 
Los Angeles to effect a settlement. Mr. 
Zukor® object was frankly to form a trust 
which should include the Paramount and 
the First National Exhibitors. It was his 
candidly-stated intention to go back to New 
York with the motion-picture industry in 
his pocket. 

Fearing that the formation of such a trust 
would- mean a continuance or even a de- 
velopment of the programme idea, five of 
the most famoug figures in the picture 
wor have suddenly started a new revolt 
against both Paramount and the First Na- 
tional. These stars are D. W. Griffith, Doug- 
las Fairbanks, Mary Pickford, Charlie 
Chaplin and “Bill” Hart. 

Their contention is that the programme 
idea compels them to carry a great lot of 
deadwood in the form of poor quality pic- 
tures; that the magnates wee them as a 
club to force the poorer pictures upon the 
public; and t the middlemen thus scoop 
up the profits, unearned by them. 

, The etated intention cf the new asso- 
ciation is to throw the film market wide 
open; to bring about a condition whereby 
the exhibitor buys only such pictures as he 
wants without being compelled to take a 


programme with them. 


ACK TO THE MINES. 

Pity the poor Cabinet head who can- 
not make a living. Unless the price of ba- 
ton recedes the President will have no de- 
partment chiefs to welcome him when he 
returns from his mission of rocking a re- 
fractory world to sleep. The man who had 
nothing much but the United States treas- 
ury and the railroads of America to pick 
and choose from has had to quit and go 
back to his trade. Of course it wasn't 
horseshoeing or harness-making, but, any- 
how, he felfobliged to pass up politics and 
statecraft in order to acquire a pay envel- 
ope that would conserve the future of a 
growing family. Now it is the Attorney- 
General, the capable person who has charge 
of Uncle Sam's legal affairs, who has brok- 
en from his job im order to keep the wolf 
from the door. Bt used to be no trouble at 


all for a President to keep his Cabinet com- 
fortably filled at a salary of $8000 a head, 
but since prunes have doubled in price the 
situation seems different. Although a Cabl- 
net chief now draws his handsome thou- 
éand dollars a month he finds it impos- 
sible to save more than four dollars a year 
even by shaving himself and shining his 
own shoes. It is a tribute to the honesty 
of modern politics and the probity of these 
partievlar officials, however, to realize that 


| a Secretary of the Treasury and an Attor- 


ney<General of the United States should 


] feel called upon to relinquish their offices 


in order to gain the wherewithal to keep 
pace with modern living. Time was when 
politicians blithely and openly declared 
that, with these two offices at command, 
they could line their pockets with millions 
and practically control America. These 
two particular officials handled not merely 
millions, but billions, and none of them 
clung to their hangs. In the absence of 
details, the judgment of their fellows is 
that they are clean and capable men who 
had grown aweary of the costly burden of 
oficial life. It is admitted that a Cabinet 
officer cannot do justice to his position and 
live comfortably in Washington on the sal- 
ary paid by the government. It is neces- 
sary that there be a private fortune some- 
where in the family. Yet very often the 
man most desired for the place and capa- 
ble of producing the results hasn't the pri- 
vate fortune at hig command. To such a 
man service ig really sacrifice. It would 
be no trouble at all to keep the Cabinet 
filled with mililonaires or highly-spiced 
names, but nowadays a specialist or an ex- 
ecutive is often necessary. As the Cabinet 
Stands today it contains no man who could 
be rated rich by Bradstreet, and unless 
there is a lull in the price of ham and eggs 
further resignaticns may be possible. 


WILSON AND FRENCH POLITICS. 

French newspapers, naturally, are laying 
stress upon Mr. Wilson's perfect familiar- 
ity, extending over many years, with the 
politics and the economics of thefr repub- 
lic. It is not so widely known in this coun- 
try as it is in France that Mr. Wilson fol- 
lowed with marked attention at the time 
the Dreyfuss affair, the anticlerical agitation 
Jor separation of church and state, and the 
innumerable ministerial crises that began 
with the fall of Waldeck-Rousseau. 

Mr. Wilson's name was a famillar one 
then to the press of Paria, which quoted 
his views as that of a dis@ngulshed univer- 
sity President. It was perhaps true, sus- 
pects the Temps, that no living American 
has followed French affairs for the past 
twenty years with closer attention and 
sympathy, especially the long controversy 
over the introduction of an income tax. 

No editor in Paris will permit a violation 
of the well-established rule that the Presi- 
dent of the United States is not to be quot- 
ed at first hand by a newspaper corre- 
spondent. This rule was not relaxed when 
a French journalist tried to secure Mr. Wil- 
son's estimates of leading French writers 
and, above all, of great figures in French 
history. The President pointed out that in 
France there is such a close connection be- 
tween literature and politics and between 
even past history and present politics that 
it would be tactless to reveal individual 
preferences. his attitude illustrates to 
the Gaulois that diplomatic ability which 
is the President's supreme gift.—[Current 
Opinion.
